Resolved, That we, thc Representatives of 
the people of Kentucky, return our cordial 
and heartfelt thanks to the thousands ot peo- 
ple in Ihe Iree States who arc now engaged 
in rolling back the tide of Black Republican 
fanaticism : we trust they .will continue their 
patriotic exertions, and we pledge ourfelvcs 
to unite our exertions with theirs, in thc 
holy work of preserving the union of these 
States. 

Mr. ALEXAXDER offered the following 
preamble and joint resolution, which lies one 
day on the table, viz: 

Whereas, This Legislature, believing that 
many of the telegraphic reports and dis- 
patches that are daily flooding the ptess of 
this confederacy are OfT a purely "sensational" 
character, and well calculated, in their na- 
ture, (and doubtless designed, in many in- 
stances.) to engender sectional strife and an- 
imosities, and further tend to the disintegra- 
tion of the American Union; and whorea?. 
feeling and believing it to be our duty as 
loyal, patriotic, Union-loving Kentuektant, 
to bring into requisition every effort that 
comports with that high standard of nob.'e 
chivalry inaugurated by her illustrious sons 
upon the field of battle, and more recently 
in the councils of the nation, to allay the 
hostile feeling and soothe the irritated 
breaches that are fast assuming such vast 
and fearful proportions in various sections 
of our once glorious and happy, but now 
distracted country: therefore be it 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
momcca/th of Kentucky, That it is thc duty 
of all the Stntes that have granted charters 
or acts of incorporation to telegraph compa- 
nies to institute immediate inquiry into the 
laws regulating the same, and throw around 
them such restrictions as in their wisdom 
is best calculated to obviate the evil tenden- 
cies set forth in the foregoing preamble, and 
that the joint committee on Federal Rela- 
tions of this Assembly be instructed fo ex- 
amine into any charters or acts of incorpor- 
ations that may have been granted by this 
State, and report by bill or otherwise. 

And then the House adjourned. 

% Reported Seizure or the St. Louis As- 
sf.nal. — Aii evening or two ago, a rumor tlist 
Gov. Jackson had given orders for the 
seizure of the Arsenal ran like wildfire 
through the city. We have reason to think 
that Maj. Bell, the officer in command of 
the Arsenal, did not utterly disbelieve it. In 
fact, he took measures to resist the antici- 
pated onset. Thcsiory, like so many others 
of the same kind which the public hate 
heard of late, was doubtless untrue, but can 
we wonder that it should have obtained ex- 
tensive circulation and no inconsiderable 
credence, when it is notorious that a society 
is daily and nightly enlisting memhers, and 
drilling and nrming? This society, known 
as the "Minute Men." ostentatiously displays 
its proceedings. Its publicly avowed pur- 
pose is to make war on the United States 
whenever invited to do so by the Governor 
of the State. The organ of the Minute Men, 
the Bulletin, has the effrontery to state that 
enlisting and drilling is constantly practiced 
at the headquarters of the society, corner of 
Fifth and Vine. It is notorious that a large 
number of muskets have been conveyed 
thither recently. Xow, the question is, are 
the Minute Men acting legally or illegally? 
If they a/e acting illegally we again call on 
judges, juries and law officers to assert and 
enfore Ihe laws. — St. Louis Democrat.

8. That i lie normal condition of. ill the territory 
of thc United States ra that of IrecVmi; tliet n 
as our republican fathers, when I hoy had abolish 
od slavery in all our national tci riU.ry,JorUained 
that no person should be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property, without the process of law, it bc 
comes our duty, by legislation, whenever such 
legislation is necessary, to maintain this provision 
of tho Constitution against all attempts to violate 
it; and we defy tho authority of Congress, of a 
Territorial Legislature, or of any individuals, to 
give legal existence to slavery in any Territory of 
the United States. 

9. That wc brand the recent reopening of tho 
African slave-trade, under the cover of our 
tional flag, aided by perversions of judicial power, 
as a crime against humanity, a burning shame to 
our country and age, nnd we call upon Congress 
to tako prompt and efficient measures for thc 
total and final suppression of that execrable 
traffic. 

10. That in tho recent vetoes by their Federal 
Governors of the acts of the Legislatures of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, prohibiting slavery in the 
Territories, we find a practical illustration of the 
boasted Democratic principle of non-intervention 
and popular sovereignty, embodied in the Kansas 
and Nebraska bill, and a denunciation ol" the de 
ccption and fraud involved therein. 

11. That Kansas should of right be immediately 
admitted as aStatc under the Constitution recently 
formed and adopted by her people, and accepted 
by the House of Representatives. 

12. That while providing revenue for thc sup 
port of thc General Government by duties upon 
imposts, sound policy requires such an adjustment 
of these imposts as to encourage the development 
of tho industrial interest of the whole country, 
and wc commend that policy of national ex- 
changes, which secures to thc workiug men liber- 
al wages, to agriculture remunerating prices, to 
mechanics and manufacturers an adequate re 
ward for their skill, labor, and enterprise, and to 
thc nation commereial prosperity anil independ 
ence. 

13. That we protest against any salo or aliena 
tion to others of the public lands held by actual 
settlers, and against any view of the free Home- 
stead policy wbich regards tho settlers as paupers 
or supplicants for public bounty, nnd we demand 
the passage by Congress of the complete and sat- 
isfactory Homestead measure which has already 
passed thc House. 

14. That the Republican party is opposed to 
any change in our naturalization laws, or any 
State legislation by which tho rights of citizen- 
ship hitherto accorded to immigrants from foreign 
lands shall be abridged or impaired: and in favor 
of giving a full and eflicient protection to the 
rights of all classes of citizens, whether native or 
naturalized, both at homo or abroad. 

lj. That appropriations by Congress for Uiver 
nnd Harbor Improvements of a national charac- 
ter, required for the accommodation and security 
of an existing Commerce, are authorized by the 
Constitution nnd justified by an obligation id* the 
Government to protect the lives and property of 
its citizens. 

16. That a railroad to thc Pacific Ocean is im- 
peratively demanded by the interests of tho whole 
country; that the Federal Government ought to 
render immediate aud efficient aid in its construc- 
tion, and that as preliminary thereto a daily over- 
land mail should bo promptly established. 

17. Finally, having thus set forth oar distinc- 
tive principli 8 and views, we invite thc co-opera- 
tion of all citizens, however differing on other 
questions, who substantially agrco with us in their 
affirmance and support.
